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Tabs for Tots gives 
back to community 


For the first time, the 
Boyne City American 
Legion Post #228 was the 
recipient of Tabs for Tots 
money, totaling $2,800. 
The Post has donated the 
money to purchase per- 
manent emergency pedi- 
atric equipment for area 
ambulance and first re- 
sponder units, including 
Boyne City Ambulance, 
Boyne Valley Township 
Fire and Rescue, Hudson 
Township Fire and Res- 
cue, Melrose Township 

‘ Fire and Rescue, and Bay 
Township Rescue. 

Since 1996, the Post 
#228 has participated in 
the Tabs for Tots pro- 
gram, collecting more 
than 1,000 pounds of tabs 


from aluminum cans 
through area schools, in- 
cluding Boyne City, Boyne 
Falls, Concord Academy 
Boyne, and Orion. 

Initially, each school was 
given a plaque that explains 
the Tabs for Tots program, | 
with veterans from the Post 
collecting the tabs ffom the 
schools and weighing 
them. 

The school plaques are 
marked with each year’s 
weight total, to be dis- 
played in a visible location. 
Tabs are then delivered to 
a central location in the 
state, where they await be- 
ing sold for the highest pos- 
sible price. 

Funds are then sent to the 
Lansing Legion office, 


which periodically distrib- 
utes the proceeds through- 
out the state to the Legion 
Posts.

New library .

make sense 


TO THE EDITOR: 


It was interesting when three of us arrived last Monday 
to observe a library board meeting in East Jordan to find 
an architect there (with only three of the board members 
and the librarian present). The architect had elaborate scale 
drawings and artists concepts to show the board. He de- 
scribed in elaborate detail all the various sections, tables 
etc. plus a coffee shop and a Michigan history section 
(which is laughable as Michigan history material myste- 
riously disappeared when the move was made from the 
old library building). 

Now, since when is an architect called upon when a 
plan such as this one is still in the birthing process? Is it a 
fait accompli? Have the plans for this $4,000,000 build- 
ing been finalized? If so, who finalized them, the library 
board? Does the community have no say in the matter? 

When I have mentioned this plan to friends and others, 
many have heard nothing about it and were adamant in 
their objections when they heard the details of the planned 
move. - relocating the library on M-66, a busy highway, 
in fact, away from the center of East Jordan. The thought 
that their children would no longer have ready access to 
the library was disturbing to many parents. 

This project will cost $4,000,000. Being as a school 
board has offered land adjacent to the present structure - 
free of charge - (the spokesman for the library board said 
“Four million dollars is not a lot of money and will be 
easily raised”) so if that is true, wouldn’t it make sense to 
use that money to expand the structure on the offered land, 
or if needs be, add a second story to it? 

I fail to understand the intense urge on the part of the 
library board and the librarian, to uproot the present li- 
brary from its ideal location and move it to a busy high- 
way on the outskirts of East Jordan. If there is any wis- 
dom or logic in this plan. I fail to see it! 

Should we, perhaps, follow the money trail?

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Every aspect is an adventure 


Someone asked me if 13 ladies could stay compatible 
being together for two months. We have been on the road 
for 42 days and 2,230 miles, and all is stil well with the 
group — so the answer is yes! 

As different as we all are, individually there is a com- 
mon bond between us. It is our desire to make this trip, to 
accept all the challenges of adventure that it offers and to 
test our own strengths. 

Not only are our ages, personalities and backgrounds 
different but so are our biking styles. We all start out 
within a half hour of each other somewhere between 7- 
7:30 a.m. After that, some ride alone; some ride in pairs 
or small groups. Some ride fast and stop often. Some 
stop only at “sag” stops and fill up on snacks. Some hit 
every place along the way for coffee or ice cream. 

I ride my usual way — slow and steady — neither the 
fastest nor the slowest. We all have our day’s map; but a 
couple people take the wrong turn or miss one. I did that 
two days ago and rode 98 miles instead of the 91 that was 
on our route. However we ride, though, we all manage to 
get to our destination in time for a shower, to do the laun- 
dry of our day’s biking clothes, and in time for dinner at 6 
p.m. 

This week has been one of great weather. Temperatures 
have been in the 70s, sunshine with some overcast, an 
occasional tailwind and some headwinds. We enjoyed the 
last of our 20 days through Texas and found a great change 
in Louisiana. The humidity, flat roads, water, and a dif- 
ferent lifestyle have characterized the last few days on 
the road. We have enjoyed the Louisiana crawfish and 
chowder along the way. We have traveled on highways 
with nine-foot shoulders and traffic, to rough-patched 
chip-and-seal.country roads with no shoulder and no traf- 
fic. 

For me personally, I am continuing to enjoy every day. 
My 45-year-old bike saddle and my 76-year-old body are 
both holding up well. 


April 30 

Overnight: Every aspect of this trip is an adventure — 
including our overnight stops. I have become knowledge- 
able about which motels have the best shampoo and which 
have none. I know how to get an extra towel to help 
wring out the laundry of a day’s biking clothes. I am 
smarter about feeling the temperature of the pool water 
(if there is one) at a motel before diving in to take a swim. 
1 am delighted if my assigned unit (with a different room- 
mate each night) is on a first floor and I don’t have to 
carry a bike and luggage to a room on the second. 

But mostly it is the special places where we have stayed 
that are the most memorable. 

There have been eight, but I’!] mention only a couple 
of them, Cabins randomly scattered over a spacious re- 
sort area near Apache Junction, Ariz. looked out on 
Saguaro cactus, mountain view in a peaceful setting. In

Texas another overnight and day off found us at Prude 
Dude Ranch again scattered cabins in a mountain setting. 
Included on the itinerary was a trip and tour of the 
McDonald Observatory. In Louisiana we had the experi- 
ence of entering the old south as we enjoyed the Butler 
Greenwood B & B plantation. This 1790, 200-plus acre 
plantation was still owned and operated by the ninth gen- 
eration descendants of the original founders. I was lucky 
enough to be assigned with Mary Ann to one of the origi- 
nal buildings which was adapted to guests. Surrounding 
the buildings were huge live oak trees planted in 1790. 

And now we are in Alabama with a free day at the Dau- 
phin Island Beach Club within a few hundred yards of 
the Gulf. The sunshine sound of the surf, swimming in 
the coolness of the Gulf, walking the long expanse of open 
beach and white sands is a relaxing interlude after biking 
over 2,500 miles. 

The combination of cycling, enjoying the changes of 
scenery, experiencing the variety of accommodations, and 
building friendships with the 13 women our group has 
continued to be an on-going daily pleasure — too soon to 
end.

River dilution 
theory over- 
simplifies the 
discharge issue

Some time ago | stood on the old abandoned bridge 
over the Boyne River at the east end of Boyne City witha 
representative from MDEQ. As we looked at the shallow 
stream of water flowing toward us, his comments indi- 
cated that, of all the alternatives for locating the discharge 
point of Boyne City’s sewer wastewater, he favors the 
Boyne River. Yes, you heard right. The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality has recommended that 
Boyne City discharge their treated sewer water with its 
contaminates into the Boyne River. 

When asked why the MDEQ would make such a rec- 
ommendation, he said that the river current will dilute the 
contaminates in the sewer wastewater much better than 
the Lake and therefore, a river discharge is the better op- 
tion. This thinking is an over simplification of the issue. 
The Boyne River does not have a uniform flow. There are 
many side channels in the river that have no perceptible 
flow. The most notable is the “Boyne City Mill Pond,” a 
pond-like bulge on the side of the river that ts the home 
of nesting birds including ducks, geese and swans. The 
pond has lily pads, muskrats, and fish. People live along 
the shore of this pound and kayakers and canocists paddle 
on its waters. If the city discharges one million gallons 
per day of sewer wastewater through the pond that is about 
one acre in size, one wonders what level of contaminates 
will be reached in the pond. 


Furthermore, according to the presentation made by » 


Capital Consultants at the March 9, 2004 commission 
meeting, the MDEQ will allow 40 times more fecal 
coliform bacteria to be discharged into the river than they 


will allow to be discharged into the lake (200cts/100 ml - 
for the river versus 5cts/100ml for the lake), The envi- - 


ronmental and fisheries biologists from the MDNR have 
not commented on this issue yet. We hope for a much 
more comprehensive effort from them. 

Does dilution really solve the problem? There is evi- 
dence that dilution is not the panacea that protects our 


water, or the air for that mater, from degradation. The - 
2002 reprint of “The Great Lakes, An Environmental At- - 
las and Resource Book” jointly produced by the United | 


States Environmental Protection Agency and the Govern- 
ment of Canada, makes two very important points. There 
are several copies of this book floating around in Boyne 
City so I will give page numbers. 

First, on page 32, “In considering pathways of pollu- 


tion, it is important to recognize that in the case of the . 


Great Lakes, unlike the rivers that run to the oceans, path- 
ways end in the lakes. Regardless of whether pollutants 
are diluted by large stream flows or temporarily stored on 
sediment particles on stream bottoms, they will eventu- 
ally reach the lakes and add to the total burden.” Simply 
stated, this means that routing the sewer wastewater into 
the Boyne River does not, in the long run, prevent the 
accumulation of pollutants in Lake Charlevoix. 

Second, on page 14, “Layering of lake water as it warms 
in summer can prevent the dispersion of effluents from 
tributaries, causing increased concentration of pollutants 
near the shore.” It would not seem to be in Boyne City’s 
interest to have pollutants concentrated near the shore in 
town. But there is more. The Boyne River discharges its 
water into Lake Charlevoix at the southern edge of the 
city marina. Boyne City has plans to enlarge the marina 
that show the addition of breakwaters that encapsulate 
the water at the mouth of the river adding still another 
reason for bacteria and contaminates to concentrate near 
the shore in town. How could this possibly be better than 
discharging into the deep water of Lake Charlevoix well 
beyond areas of high human activity? 

Dilution has not protected the atmosphere, the oceans, 
or the Great Lakes. Each one of these massive reservoirs 
has major environmental problems. For i Instance, incin- 


erators and power plants have been discharging smoke 
into the atmosphere for years. The process of combustion 


releases the heavy metal, mercury, into the air. The smoke 
is diluted by currents of wind.and spread over the coun- 
tryside. The mercury then falls to the ground and into our 
inland lakes in the form of rain where it accumulates such 
that the Michigan Department of Community Health has 
issued a fish eating advisory, waming everyone to restrict 
their consumption of fish from all the inland lakes in 
Michigan. Dilution was the. mechanism that spread this 


problem to all the inland lakes i in Michigan. If you hike :

NMH doctors respond to coverage of CMS report 


TO THE EDITOR: 


As the elected medical 
staff leadership and Chief 
Medical Officer at North- 
ern Michigan Hospital 
(NMH), we are writing to 
comment on recent news 
media description of the fi- 
nal report from The Centers 
for Medicare and Medicaid 
Services (CMS). 

CMS and Michigan De- 
partment of Community 
Health have jointly sur- 
veyed the hospital! on three 
visits dating back to De- 
cember 12, 2003. The sur- 
veys were reportedly 
prompted by patient com- 
plaints, While there were 
allegedly numerous com- 
plaints turned over to CMS, 
the surveyors were aware 
of only two, and, after thor- 
ough investigation, the 
complaints were found to

or paddle to the most remote lake in Michigan to 
fish, remember that you are advised to restrict your 
consumption of fish from that lake as well. 

The first step is to preserve the current excellent 
water quality in the Boyne River by not discharg- 
ing the sewer wastewater into the Boyne. 

The second step is to work with all of the Lake 
Charlevoix communities to develop a long term 
plan’'to eventually remove the effluent from Lake 
Charlevoix. With the help of the many conserva- 
tion groups and individuals that are now support- 
ing this effort we can, together, achieve these goals. 
It is affordable. More on that to follow.

The Institute of Medicine 
(LOM) states that high qual- 
ity health care increases 
“the likelthood of desired 
health outcomes.” In the 
current debate about recent 
regulatory surveys at 
NMH, an impact on the 
quality of care at the hos- 
pital is often mentioned or 
assumed but rarely with a 
view to whether patient 
health outcomes are really 
affected. 

The final report from 
CMS on the surveys de- 
scribes the findings in de- 
tail. Though CMS rou- 
tinely uses stern language 
in issuing these types of re-

ports to any hospital, the 
issues identified pose no 
real threat that NMH wiil 
lose its Medicare participa- 
tion or funding. 

The survey process at 
NMH has been extensively 
reported on over the past 
six months (since the Joint 
Commission on Accredita- 
tion of Healthcare Organi- 
zations survey in October) 
in the local media. So 
what's really new in last 
week's report? Two gen- 
eral areas cited as requiring 
improvement — Patient 
Rights and Physical Envi- 
ronment. 

Regarding Patient 
Rights, the survey found 
that the hospital was not 
consistent in its process for 
resolving patient com- 
plaints or communicating 
the resolution of issues as 
specified in regulations.

Patient concerns are lis- 
tened to and investigated. It 
is also important that hos- 
pital representatives close 
the loop and let patients 
with concerns know that 
they have been addressed. 
The recent surveys have 
helped to improve pro- 
cesses at the hospital to be 
fully compliant with the 
CMS guidelines. 

The Physical Plant find- 
ings relate to the NMH 
building, and there were 
several specific items tden- 
tified for attention. 

These include the need to 
add spray-on fire retardant 
to two structural areas, re- 
pair two door latches, im- 
prove exit lighting, replace 
a smoke detector cover, and 
similar minor repairs. 
These are also important 
items but simple to fix. 
Most corrections have al- 


ready been completed. 

The remainder of the 
report’s findings, including 
those under Infection Con- 
trol, is old information first 
reported in December. 
Though they were resolved 
months ago, it is still impor- 
tant to emphasize that these 
findings tdentified proce- 
dural areas for improve- 
ment. 

No surveyor has ever 
found evidence of rising in- 
fection rates at NMH, be- 
cause it does not exist. On- 
going monitoring of infec- 
tion rates confirms that the 


number of infections atthe | 


hospital remains the same 
or better than the pre-strike 
period. 

Despite the rhetoric that 
seems to drown out reason- 
able dialogue, patients at 
NMH continue to receive 
high quality care as de-

The Three Brothers, a Boyne City lumber ship, was 
beached, and broke apart on South Manitou Island during a 
Storm on Sept. 27, 1911. 

It was noisy along the lakeshore in Boyne City on Mon- 
day, Sept. 25, 1911. Sawmill workers were busy cutting 
logs into boards at the four mills located along the shore. 
The piles of tumber that obscured the lake along Lake Street 
during the summer were dwindling as the sawmilling sea- 
Son was drawing to a close and the lumber was being 
shipped, yet the smoke from the mills still made it hard to

On this day residents could hear the dockwallopers, 
dressed in heavy leather aprons and hand guards to protect 
against slivers, slapping boards into place on the Three 
Brothers at the Water Street dock. The dockwallopers were 
a notorious lot. They were hard workers and heavy drink- 
ers. They were paid more than any workers employed in 
the lumbering business, probably because they were union- 
ized. Many of them boarded in rooming houses on the east 
side of Lake Street between Water and River Streets. They 
Slaked their thirst at their favorite place -- the Commercial 
House. They paid a nickel for a beer and a dime for a whis- 
key, Naturally, they sometimes visited the Pine Lake House, 
the Garland House, Cutter’s Saloon and the other seven 
saloons in Boyne. 

It took about a day and a half to load the hardwood that 
reached about 18 feet above the deck of the Three Broth- 
ers, so they finished the job on Tuesday. The late George 
Everest worked in the mills. During an interview on Feb. 
10, 1975, he mentioned that Captain Christopher was no- 
torious for overloading the Three Brothers. One can only 
wonder whether she was recklessly overloaded on this day. 

Early the next morming, Wednesday, Sept. 27, 1911, Cap- 
tain Sam Christopher and his crew of 13 sailors boarded 
the vessel. The firemen or “coal passers” stoked the fire 
box boiler with coal from the coal bunkers and built up a 
head of steam. 

At the controls, Captain Christopher slowly backed the 
162-foot-long Three Brothers out from the Water Street 
dock into Pine Lake, turned the vessel and pointed its prow 
toward Charlevoix. The 23-year-old, 280-horsepower 
Steeple Company engine came to life, laboring to propel 
the lumber hooker through a steady wind westward to 
Charlevoix. Captain Christopher guided the vessel through 
the railroad bridge that separated Pine Lake from Round 
Lake in Charlevoix, and then, after getting the attention of 
bridge tender Elmer Johnson, who opened the bridge, he 
maneuvered the 30-foot-wide ship on a steady course 
through Charlevoix’s second swing bridge and down the 
Pine River Channel into Lake Michigan. 

As he entered Lake Michigan, Captain Christopher en- 
countered a heavy sea. He ordered the firemen to build up 
a head of steam to power the 23-year-old ship through the 
turbulent waters. He must have had some concerns about 
his ship. The lumber barge was getting old and probably 
overloaded and just several weeks before, the Three Broth- 
ers collided with a rock in the Georgian Bay. She had a 
bustled hull, basically a second hull built over the original 
to prolong the life of the ship. 

As Captain Christopher headed for Chicago to deliver 
his load of lumber, the seas mounted. Close to the anchored 
North Manitou lighthouse ship, the Three Brothers sprang 
a leak somewhere in her oak-planked hull and began tak- 
ing on water. It was a desperate battle in a sinking ship. 

The water reached the height of around eight feet in the 
hold covering the coal bunkers. More water poured into 
the hold than the pumps could handle. With his ship foun- 
dering, Captain Christopher decided that his only recourse 
was to run the Three Brothers ashore on South Manitou 
Island. With as much steam as it had, the Three Brothers 
plowed ashore a couple of hundred yards east of the life- 
saving station. The impact split the bow open and the pi- 
lothouse was dislodged. Miraculously, none of the crew 
were killed as the $4,200 load of boards jolted every which 
way, spilling into the lake. One of the watches at the life- 
saving station spotted the disaster, and informed Captain 
Kent - who was in charge of the South Manitou Lifesaving 
Station. He immediately dispatched a crew to rescue Chris- 
topher and his 13 crew members. The crew hurriedly made 
‘their way to the bow and evacuated the Three Brothers, 
leaving behind their personal effects. A message was sent 
to the wrecking tug Favorite which, upon arrival, couldn’t 
do anything to assist the grounded ship. Apparently the 
crew did salvage most of the lumber scattered along the 
beach. On Oct. 4, the Three Brothers was declared a total 
loss for insurance purposes and abandoned. The Favorite 
returned the crew to the mainland. 

The Three Brothers gradually settled in the water and 
over the years a sand bar covered her up. For 85 years her 
burial ground was known as Sandy Point. In recent de- 
cades researchers had an idea about where the ship was 
buried, but had no physical proof. On April 30, 1996, two 
Sleeping Bear Sand Dunes National Lakeshore Park em- 
ployees journeyed to South Manitou to open the park and 
discovered that Sandy Point had been washed away and 
the Three Brothers lay exposed. There was no mistake about 
the identity because divets could read the “Three Brothers 
of Buffalo” painted on the stem. Since the discovery, the 

- Three Brothers has been a diving Mecca. The wreck lies in 
about 15 to 50 feet of water. In 1996, more than 1,000 
divers explored its remains, making it the most popular 
wreck in Michigan. = i oe 
Many of the prominent Great Lakes researchers are fas- 
cinated by the opportunity to study the Three Brothers. 
Many articles regarding her have been written. Only one 
article has appeared in the local newspaper informing 
Boyne residents of the historical disaster and discovery of 
the Three Brothers almost eight years ago. The article, 
"published in The Citizen on Sept. 30, 1989 was about the 
shipwrecked Three Brothers and George Hutzler, who was 
bom and grew up on ae Manitou Island, where his fa- 
r was the lighthouse Keeper. ; pe 
badly. The ship has been plundered and dragging anchors 
have damaged the fragile superstructure. According to

“the fire hose nozzles, ornately carved pillars and brass fit- 
tings on the steam engine [have] been stolen along with 


many personal items left by the crew.” The Citizen re- 
ported that “the ship’s name board is displayed at the Sleep- 
ing Bear Dunes National Park maritime museum in Glen 
Haven.” If you want to see a piece of the Three Brothers 
donated by George Hutzler, please visit the Boyne City 
Museum. Mr. Hutzler found it on the beach while living 
on South Manitou Island many years ago. 


THE THREE BROTHERS’ home base was Boyne 
City. Hundreds of lumberjacks worked in the woods to cut 
down the trees, many railroad workers worked the 
McGiffert steam loaders to pile the logs on the Russell 
logging cars which carried the logs to the mills in Boyne 
City. The mill workers cut the logs into boards and the 
dockwallopers loaded seasoned boards. The whole town 
watched the Three Brothers leave many times for 
Tonawanda, New York, and other ports. It was Boyne City's 
ship and the people were proud of her endeavors! 

The Three Brothers was owned by the captain of Boyne 
City’s lumbering industry, W. H. White, and his brothers, 
James and Thomas. William H. White was born in Owen 
Sound, Ontario, in 1859. In 1881, White was in East Jor- 
dan managing a sawmill when the business failed. White 
was out $600 in wages, but he obtained $450 in merchan- 
dise as payment for his earnings and, in January of 1883, 
he shipped his load of goods on a sleigh over four feet of 
snow.to Boyne City. White had no money when he arrived 
in Boyne. According to the late Art Spelts, a longtime resi- 
dent of Boyne City, he borrowed $2 for his room and board 
for a couple days. Within a few years, this self-made man 
became a dominant force in Boyne’s economic life and 
remained so for 40 years. He, along with his brothers,

owned or invested in the mills, the railroad, the umber 
camps, other wood related industries and banking inter- 
ests, When the lumber baron died in 1933, he was not as 
wealthy as he once was because the lumbering period ended 
in the 1920s; he made poor investments in the west; and 
the B.C.G.&A. Railroad to Alpena failed as a business 
venture. He was, nevertheless, a man driven by a capitalis- 
tic Vision that through hard work and ambition a man could 
accumulate wealth and leave his mark on the pages of his- 
tory. 

Those who worked for White considered him a self-made 
man, sometimes sharp and ruthless in dealing with people, 
and not always liked. But, as a family man, he was loved 
and stood as the pillar of the White family. 

In 1910, it was reported in the Michigan Gazetteer that 
Boyne was populated with 5,218 residents. In 1911 there 
were five mills in Boyne City. Four of them were located 
along the Jake. The W. H. White Company owned three 
mills. Mill No. I was located near the present day marina. 
This mill could cut 75,000 board feet of lumber a day. Mill 
No. 2 was located about where the Water Street Inn is to- 
day and Mill No. 3 was located in Coon’s Pasture. There 
also was Godfrey “Guff” Von Platen’s mill located near 
the intersection of Lake and Vogel Streets and the Boyne 
City Lumber Company mill located near the intersection 
of Pleasant Ave. and Front Street. 

The stacks of cut lumber were normally about 20 feet 
high. It is said that there was so much lumber piled along 
the lake during the cutting season that a playful youngster 
could begin near the corner of Vogel and Lake Street and 
leap from pile to pile until he reached the vicinity of the 
sewage plant. At the same time, one could travel along

Lake Street and not be able to see the lake because of the 
obstructive lumber piles. One might wonder how much 
lumber was shipped out of Boyne City. In a very conserva- 
tive estimate, if the boards cut at the Boyne City mills were 
placed end to end, there would be enough to make an at 
least eight-foot-wide boardwalk around the world at the 
equator. : 

The Whites needed ships to carry their boards, shingles, 
railroad ties and other goods to market. Over the years they 
used the Desmond, the M.C. Neff, the H.F. Runnels, the 
N.F. Nessen, the Arizona and the tow barges Scotia and 
Iron Queen. It they needed more help, they contracted other 
ships to carry their lumber. Often, during the summer cut- 
ting season, there could be at least a half-dozen lumber 
hookers either waiting to load or take on lumber at the 
many docks jutting into Pine Lake. The main ship for the 
W.H. White Company was the Three Brothers. 

The Three Brothers was launched in Milwaukee in 1888 
as the Mary Durr. Four years later it was renamed the John 
S. Spry. When the Whites bought the vessel it was renamed 
the Three Brothers. In 1901, the Jumber hooker was put 
into service between Boyne City and the yard at 
Tonawanda, N.Y. In 1903, the Three Brothers was bustled 
and remodeled to extend her life and enlarge her carrying 
capacity. She could now carry 560,000 to 600,000 feet of 
maple, or 850,000 to 900,000 feet of hemlock. 

Now, the Three Brothers ts exposed to all who want to 
dive under the water to view a great lumber hooker that 
was home-based in Boyne City. For 40 years Boyne City 
was the lumbering capital of northwest Michigan. The 
Three Brothers is the symbol of the most prosperous time 
in Boyne’s history.
